Hut mar the coast the rivers ere for 
the most part ridel itraami, mid are much used for unriga- 
tic*; whiEe they afford fertility to the picturesque country 
Through which they lake thrir course. Xv*t to the Indus* 
the meat important tmm that fall into the Western Ocean 
arc the Xorhada and Twpti, that flow half across India from 
the Central province* And empty tlnildvft into the sea at 
Broach and Sural in Gitzarat Of those that take the con- 
tmty qourse from the Ghslta to the Ilty of Bengal tlir chief

of Latins Teutons, and Scandinavians. Schoolboys are

gift. Others again ire still eirtmlly in tJmr ™ ^ m l arete 
oi wngedom, and lire in the depths of fere-ts whose 
™"™ vapours bring death to other me™. They wander 
from place to place, supporting Lhenudi-« as best they can 
by the chase, or by the wild mots and hmk* of the juiHc. 
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l hough some of th.pat tribes worship Hindu gods they 
cannot hr ebssed ns Hindus* In the Deccan these races are

For the present however the imperial permifimon la trade "as 
not granted, hut Hawkins went away astounded at the rngoA* 
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ttnrt or the court life of Jabingij and the civilised Datin' 
„[■ his rule, What stood in the way of more substantial retulls 
wm the presence at the imperial court of some Portuguese 
Jesuits, who frustrated his efforts to obtain a finnan; hulI 
errti tout rived to prevent the payment of n handsome salary 
promiseil him hv the emperor. These narrow-minded priests 
did Hot even hesitate to attempt the life of a man who was 
interfering with the commercial monopoly of their nation. 
ftiiOag to obtain his object Hawkins, not without considerable 
difficulty, made the long and hnianlous journey hack to Sunt, 
Sir Henry Middle too had been sent to trade by tlie East India 
Company, * Thi* errand he had no intention of leaving tin- 
nceompUrlieJ merely because circumstances stood in the 
wav of peaceful commerce by land. He Wtwklutnsdf to the 
mouth of the Red Sett and there seiicd vessel* laden with 
[mlinti produce. He placed their cargoes on hoard his ships 
and gave the master* in return the good-, that he hail brought 
from England, whether the exchange was to tldr lilting nr 
not. The remit was a rich gain to the Company. About 
this time #u English ship sailing up the Eastern coast of 
India found tile Dutch established at «r*nl native ports by 
permission of the king of Gwlkemda. The English captain 
managed to plant n small factory at Masulipatam. 

From Sir Henry Middleton's voyage the English learnt the 
lesson that in the fare of the superior strength of the Forlu- 
gweM! the only way to establish a trade with India was by* 
force. Accordingly in 1*J1S a fleet of four ships fully armed 
made direct for Surat, mid were about to open trade, m™>- 
ingly, by permission of the local authorities. At that moment 
four Portuguese mea-of»wnt and a convoy of merchntU *1"!* 
entered the Unrbour.

The Emperor*- strength wars broken* nnd the final net* uf 
the tragedy approaching* Ills empire wn? unwieldy ami 
rotten to the core, ready to fall to pieces of its own wcfitote. 
The Mnr*U3ms git re his army no rcsE, ever baffling the 
imperial troops. They cut off their supplier Tr-cAptorcd the 
forts, nmkcTCH wo riled tfieiu in the o|j«i field. At ]nst p in 
1707, after a quarter of n eentnry of strife, Anrnngzib died nt 
AhtOAilnagar, hemmed in within Ub sinn ing camp while the 
Mnr.il bn* fettled around it. 

So ended Anraagadb* Theft b little interest hi the h&tory 
ctf hi* successors to the throne of Bihar, Their roll continued 
until thv In^t vras sent across tin: sen by the English in I85P.

Excellency Chartcs It uone spoke from experience Encouraged 
lw *■« successes, Acgrin proceeded to rake minther richly 
Liilr.n Cornpauy’a ship ; ami though in 1713 he sccnn dhiuHutd 
to come to terms with the English. in the fullering year he 
captured the royal galley “ King William," His death in 
1731 was welcome lI as n relief, but though his soils fought 
with each other for the pirate kingdom, yet the Augria 
family did more iniscLief to the English than ever ; and the 
cost of the fleet that was built to protect the Company's trade 
amounted to £1*0,000 a year. 

While the fabric of the empire at Delhi was Wing shaken 
by revolts ill the Punjab and Kashmir. ViiSriMd-Mttlk was- 
adopting a course of action fraught wiilt yet greater danger 
for his master. Deeply lmrt at receiving froth the SymU in 
return fur all Ibis services only the governorship of M.-ihta, he 
determined to lake for himself whnt tic comidered due to him 
from others. Ho marched south of tin,- Narbada, seized 
Dmliunpur and Aslrgithr, and at IHliipnr defatted the im¬ 
perial army that w.is scut against hinri Hussdtj Aii now 
determined to march ugains! Xjz,ini*id-Mutk in person and 
to take the emperor with him. But the power uf the in¬ 
famous Semis Wis nt an end, With the aid of n ruurtief. ' 
named Muhammad Amin, the emperor procured the 
iiatluu of Hussain. He Ovcroinn the ojipnsitimi of Abdulla, 
uhum hr imprisoned, nud marched hack to Delhi which he 
cute red with splendid rejoicings. Muhammad Amin was made 
minister but almost immediately died Xizrraml-Mnlk. 
whose successfuI revolt was the primary cause of this 
hUppy revolution, was imiimomil from the Deccan to 
succeed him, Congratulations tame to the emperor from all 
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tide*, mchidmg S.tliu nnd the chiefs of the European factories, 
who sen! conajjliiuantury addresses* 

Nmlm-td-Mulk, in ttjcC'Cjattlic- edict of ffmir or minister, 
had been permitted to retain Us 'vicifDplly of the Deccan* 
His object in aLTEpliug office At Ddbi had bttu to brkg 
about awreping reforms i but the only change* that ihe 
vmpmot cared for were from oue form of rb mid sensuality 
to another. Hfciituiil-Alulk was thoroughly disgusted with 
tbc shite of things in the capital j ami finding that ft rival 
had arisen in Ilyilnr Knli Khun, the fate governor of Guzlrltp 
lie obtained permission to return to the Deccan, and together 
with that xiccroyalty he received (lie governorship of 
Gu&irdt. Uc took charge of l>ot1i provinces, nut without 
opposition, in the latter* Then not choosing tu remain out of 
right, a ml still half hoping to receive favour at court, he re¬ 
turned (o Delhi, Here he found his portion iu*up portable, and 
once more returned to the Deccan. This oct wns considered 
by the emperor as rirttinEIy a declaration of independence, 
and he ordered the governor of Hydnrubdd to send him the 
Nil mi's head iwa that of a rebel. A head wm scut, but 
is was that of the Hydanlhiid governor; und the NLtim 
offered his congratulation* at the suppression of a rebellion 
which the emperor had not avowed to be of his own making. 
^iifiim-ubMulk look possession of GnlkouJa and Ilvdnrabid. 
At (hid place he took up his resilience and founded the 
practically independent dynasty of the Nitimi of Mjdarlkail 
which has lasted until now, liut the dominion:* of this 
house were lo be greatly reduced ip extent by the Majwihas 
and lire English, Auraugrib had destroyed two great 
Huhinimadaii hhigdotit* in order to plant his own Btiiboniy 
in the Deccan.

Nor were the operation* of the AEorathos confined to the 
Moghal empire.

But they sold shot and 
sWt to the .Mar.it I ins; nod, in spite of the danger to their own 
settlement that the success of the Mi nidim might bring, their 
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sympathies evidently lay with them ami nut with ihdr Euro¬ 
pean rinds. S&bctte was the most important of the islands

T T was ]icifT (1743) close on a century noil » Up It' since 
UcnrkiUS hod lauded nL Surat, and nearly ninety years 
fcimcc the cession of Bombay by ihu Portflgtteir. TLe 
"English had built up a vast trade, lint their sole territorial 
possession was tLe island of Bombay ituelf, Far from 
Inuring ivqy idr* of creating mi empire and conquering the 
lauds lipon vliidi they gaicd from llnir fact uries, their 
energies were run cent ruled on the preservation of pence with 
thf Moghuls, Ma ratlins, and TurtHgiiHc. They sbw the 
forces of those nations rk-hiug them solves to piece* rgajjiit 
each other, and realised how easily they might Ur turned 
against their own island, lint on the other fide of India the 
keen eye of Buplcis Jiatl grasped the poisiMIUy of forming 
a powerful European empire in India. The melhod to ho 
employed itaa that of oatauaiMy working on U-lanlf of rival 
native princes. And a greater ihan Duplm had arm-it in 
RoIkti L [ivcp the young English mm-lumt who exchanged 
the ledger for the sword, tnul it ho, by working out tby 
b'rt iidim£au T 5 idea* added n continent to the British empire* 
The decaying Moghnl orguniwtHKi provided m admirable 
tnaelibiery for the purposes of conquest. The empire was ruled 
by viceroys who were practiejilly independent princes. It was 
easy to treat them a* vassals of the empire which they were 
dc jwre, ut as sovereign powers which they were ■ r: fu

Iltf could neither write nor read, hut he wat gifted pith great 
physical strength and activity t and hr pHuvreaa&d n comma □ din* 
nature. He had brers a sepoy in the buttalions of the French, 
H* left tluir service mid gathered round him a body of mm 
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nhtt pledged themselves to follow him on condition of 
iLftring equally in bis plunder. With three retainers he 
served under the Hindu Rijn of Mysur at the siege of Tricbi- 
aopolu He was to receive a certain sum of money for each 
soldier and a gift for each nun wounded. He doubled the 
amount thus line to him by making false muster-rolls and 
bandaging sound limbs. With Eydnr, as with Sluwaji, 
nmtiey was power. The ULidn Hdj'n rapidly became ope of 
the faineant kings that sat on Indian thrones.

Tipti was ostonbhed at the mighty forces arrayed against 
him. rie remembered Ida former fear of these people who 
brought their operations to a contdtiihiu hy means which he 
could not BtfPp IBs generalship denoted him. Tils army was 
defeated; the Euglkh crossed the Kwwnri by h& witnown 
ford* and invested him iu Soringapatam.

On the 13th of March I8M Major-General Wellesley ■ 
tnmle a triumphant entry into Bombay, arriving in thr Gor- * 
eftinr’s yacht from Pniiwi-I. Sir, Duncan nn.J his Council 
made nplemiid preparations to welcome the stuwesafol soldier, 
lloml -iv had passed through nil ritmoiu lime. For years 
past her riiizcns hnd been incessantly on the alert for the 
arrival of a French (lent in their harbour. The period of 
suspense was at last gunc by, tuid the dream uf a French 
empire in Hindu si,in was passed mid gout-. A great 
tijnrm hnd wm-ied every ship in the harbour and 
destroyed hand red i 0 r lives j a fire hnd made havoc 
nf their eily; famine hud raged in tlieir midst; and in 
one of the English sepoys had shot dead the 
Pcrsiiin ambassador in their streets, Unt prosperity was 
fetliming lo the rity nnd Arthur Wellesley hod delivered % 
them from all possibility of danger from Wheat In reply 
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io the eongraiuluiiyus on Isis successful camp aign p he informed 
tW dtiseoi of Bum bay that it was peculiiirly gratifying to 
Lien lo Live been ju at ru mental id renew mg the benefits of 
peace tan settlttnmt, from the resources and public spirit of 
which the departments under lits coiumaiiri Kind derived the 
ntoil essential aids during the prosecution of the war. 

The Duke of Wellington* as he was to be, has left on 
record H?mc memorable words on the condition of the 
count rr. It tvivs a time at' misery and oppression, deceit and 
subterfuge* “ From lie Fe*Iiwa/ H lie wrote* 11 to [he Wrst 
opoljf ill the bninar in Puna, there is not n MnrjJttm so whom it 
is | io#? able to rely that he oil I perform any engagement upon 
which he enters unless urged to the performance by Lb 
fcara.” Puna he described as a -country which deserved llic 
name a desert. Famine raged in the Ihecan. Habits of 
industry were out of the fjucirioii nml men Lad to plunder 
for subsistence, be destroyed or starve. ** There wag no law/* 
he said* " no ci^ il government, and no army to keep plunders 
in order, No revenue could be collected; no inhabitant 
could or would remain to cultivate unless prolccEed bv an 
nrmed force stationed in li» village/’ Fuji Eno's government 
wan that of a robbi^ the Peshwci being callous to everything 
except money and revenge. In fact. as Sir James Mack¬ 
intosh, the recorder of Bombay, expressed it, it ii difficult 
to see for what taxes wpn paid except to bribe the sovereign 
not to murder or rob ihe inhabitants, There was lie juificq 
save what the system of village communities suppllcdn The 
iliforder at thot time was only an exaggerated phase 
of its usual and ordinary state. €f Bombay Wellesley 
w rote, on the other hand, oblivious of some disagreement* 
that he had had with its Government* "This Itlaud haa now* 
(ISO 4) become the only place of security, in this part of 
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ludkt for property and for thusi* who art the iubjecU of tlie- 
I*edm** cfl&itj mud vengeance, a i-ircumatncce eqtililj 
honourable to the character or the IhifLsh nation and ad*an-

Jits rrtrogtde movement stimulate the courage and ardooz

three days lie retreated in fair order wiih hi* baggage nti> 
guns, bravely repelling the ovcrwhrlmbj' uutobrrs of the 
enemy. But the rains hail set in, and the ground «ns soft ; 
he was compiled to abandon his baggage, spike his gurus 
and destroy hts ammunition. The wearied troop* pursued 
their retreat, hilt were allowed no rest Ly the jubilant 
enemy ; and during (heir inarch, on a dark night, they were 
thrown into hoprtes*confusion. The retreat became a diglu. 
and the shattered remains of the British force reached Agra 
by the coil of August, 

Lord Wellesley was created when he heard of the disaster. 
A* usual iu India, the slightest reverse (o the British anus 
raised a host of enemies on every side t and the pro ter led 
prince lii qnn to think Hint they might* yet break the bond* 
of British supremacy, Teshwaut Raw, who was compared to 
Shiwjji, in arched neniust Delhi; but bis attempt in October 
to take it and seize the emperor was gallantly resisted 
hv Colonel Ochterfouy. IIolW left Delhi and burst into 
the Deft harrying and waiting the country, But General 
Lake was on his track, and hti punuit was as persistent 
pud effective a* that of .Monsou by TTolknr had been 
vindictive. At the battle of Dig, llidkar’s forces were routed 
with n loss of 2,000 men and *7 gnus, while the British Rise 
was Gcuernl Mtmson, hy his- splendid bravery in the 

battle, restored tu hia name the lustre which his former 
retreat hod sullied, Iloltnr'a troops moved eastward to 
Faraknhdd. but Lake overtook thrlu and routed them with, 
n lots of 3,00ft of tkt'ir number. Holt at threw himself into 
litc fort of Dig by December 13th, hut Ukc took the fort, 
I IolSi.nr himwtf «Mpcd ; and instead of punning him. which 
might hare bem the wiser worse. Lake, iu January l SC*. 
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Jnid liege lu the strong fort of Ukartptir T whose Hrljn had 
signed a treaty that made biin a vnssal of the British Govern - 
nif nt P but w ho land broken through it on the news of Monsou'e 
defeat, A large number of ilu-1 hat's guns mid the rctnuatit 
of his army were within the fort* Four months were wasted 
before it> huge mud wall*, itttn which the cirm^-Wb sank 
harmlessly. In February the Bombay division, tender General 
Jon ps, joined the Bengal army ; anil in furious amirit** be¬ 
fore and after their arrival, the English foal 3,200 in killed 
nod woumk-d* The walls were tiudmkeu* but the Muutba 
troops were iiLcnfoanllv defeatrd wilhotit the fortress. The 
iyjn of Hhartpur realised that he had made a mktaLr, and 
wring that thiir failures wire only stimulating the English 
lo frtih exertions lie ottered Unni. lit- was rradnikrud into 
the number of protected princes an payment of j£2uO,QQG« 
Luke moved in pursuit offlolkar, who seemed lUcly to 
be joined by Sind in at the urgent c utreaties of his brutal 
fat her-In-law G bulge. But S India's heart was not in the 
work ; his troop* fell back to Ajmir, followed by those of 
llolkmr, over wlium Lake was winning victory after victory. 

Lord Wdfealcy would in fact hate shortly brought the 
whale war to a triumphant ronclu^iun. But while his sue- 
c^fs^s hail silenced the rising niuraiura of the Directors 
against his forward policy* his fi«t failure was followed by 
an oiitw helming opposition ; and in July 1B05 the aged Lord 
Cornwallis arrived at Calcutta with instmctumE to undo all 
E bull, the brave aud far-seeing Wellesley had done* 

The rule of Lord Wellesley was a memorable and glorious 
one. While India in no mum formed n country or * nation* 
so neither did the ever-changing slates and power* within its 
burden form nations or powers that could be compared to 
those of Europe, Some of the reigning Rajput families Lad 
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in truth ruled far gn lithium* prior to the coming; of 
Alexander* three centuries before the Christian cm, But 
finch n state of things was entirely exceptional, The 
empbv of Eibsr was not yet S00 years old aud it had long 
since- crumbled into dust. The viceroys of his empire hid 
farmed themselves into independent princes nod in their turn 
wore set CLsidehy subject I * trouper than them 'chm While ver 
the origin of Europefirt kingdoms, they na n gcticnri rule 
farmed societies^ In which far n Song series of griictmlions the 
rulers and the people hid been one in inteniit, fftcc t Tc%km, 
■cut custom ; and to greater or less extent the fulcra were 
the represefilaiLves of the people* In India there wm nothing 
of the kind. The existing powers had erne and all sprung up 
rdrtce the romitig of the English themselves. They were all 
founded mi wrong and robbery* on the simple principle of the 
spolh to the strongest. Their dominions extended as far a-> 
their arms could hr earned, their subjects were ns main as 
they con 3d compel by force to obey them. The idea of n - 
guverrinteLit existing far the benefit of its subject would have 
itecu altogether ludicrous. These eiders were ever engiged 
in war and plunder, mul for the very existence of thr East 
India Company U was naecmry that this anarchy on ita 
borders should eeaEe, Kouduterv ration had failed, |he 
hia San re of power between such seething and shifting farcer 
was nb=urd and prep oat crons. Lord Wellashy saw dint one 
rmir^e untj was possibly and that ihc English must reeogubf:

So Goa and the other Portuguese settlements in 
India were garrisoned for the lime by British troops ami 
Lord Min to led a suctcs&fu] expedition against the French in 
Jars, and took possKrion of the island. The order* of 
the Court of Directors were that the island should he 
abandoned in the event of its capture. Lord Hinto* with 
the courage which he frequentk but not iqynriihly 
showed, declined to comply with the request. On his return 
to Indb he Bgniu found himself compelled to deni with 
the Piodhuiis* Emboldened by their snoot*#, these loath- * 
form- ruffians had aprc-iad into British territory plundering mi- 
check td na far as Giya, Lord Minto, in hts bitterness, asked 
the Court of Directors if he wa^ ttill to observe neutrality 
and + A rrfusa to Listen to jhc calls qf suffering humanity, and 
interfere to protect weak native slates who call upon ns for 
WiftAnre/ 1 Year by year time savages liad been mcrqpsiitg

heed to them, but the invasion of their own provinces opened 
their eyes to the necessity of uE least checking tliiir irruptions, 
Bui it was reserved to tht Governor-General’i successor to 
stomp them out.

He had risen to he 
chief director of the Peahwi’s cooneits, and wm now up- 
pointed his minister in his relations with the Rriludi Goicni' 
wtnU B£ji Rno (rusted this min os lie newer trusted anyone 
else; and beneath bbinfitieuce hb designs against the English 
gained strength ami defimteneift. Trimbukjh unscrupulous, 
Treacherous, and violent, gained complete mastery over the 
PfciWs inind* and secured immunity for whatever villainy 
lie liked to perpetrate. He even killed with hb own hand it 
rich and respectable Brahmnn banker, hut no notice wa* 
taken rif the action. By the advice of Trirciliahji, Bajl lino 
prepared hb way for rebellion against the English by greatly 
increasing his army, nmi consolidating his pterion heml 
of nil the Mnr.itbay. Hi? wna at this time possessed of 

immense wealth. All his revenue was fnrraed out* and he 
smd annually 50 kkhs out of a total of 120. With a * 
strange inconsistency lie aspired to a character for eauetky, 
while Dt the same time he indulged in the grossest debauchery* 
Like most of his countrymen, he was a slave to =u pc Million, 
and he scTtfpttloully observed the mrdi nances mf caste and 
religion. To complaints of his subjects he gate a deaf 
mr; and if n villager dared to approach Ids palace he jins 
lucky if he got away tv Lily a whole skip. In a nominal 
court of justice at Punn r cases were decided by the simple 
method of giving judgement In favour of [he suitor who 
would pay most tu the judge.

Kites, Twenty-four hours were Allowed the Feahirn to decide * 
whether he would accept the terms offered or fight.

, The task was hnurdoita for bis iftnj of <k(IDd men+ But 
a %-itire Agent brought such a tile of arid sand and dried-up 
*prmgtt that the general accepted the imp Ability of moving 
lib whtik army through the ttaert. tie selected 2fiu irregular 
t&vjdry, pit 350 of the-2nd Qfleru% Ucghuenl on eomfl3 T 
loaded ten more cnmeU whir provisions and eighty with water 
and plunged into the desert. The march brg*o on the evening 
of the SEboi f January, All Mur.id* as the chief of Kyrpur 
m illiitueo with the British* accompanied the force. The* 
night wm*lurk\ the sand deep, and the guide inkicd liii wiy. 
But before they halted the troops hod moved twenty-five mika. 
The next day's march was shorter : forage failed* water was 
a scanty t and thrce-fotirlta of the cavalry was sent hack- * 
Nor triu the march tmmolested- Rusfatn and hli Armed 
followers were on the limit ol the English with seven 
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pttie. Major Out ram was sent to bring him to reason, 
white Napier ptud*d on with bis fifty horsemen. tup 
Wkitn, ami hif 350 Irish infantry. The country 
through which their route lay was a njeresswu of *nnd- 
hiUs, same no steep that the howitwra could only be 
dragged llp by men. The solitude of the waste was ua- 
broken. Thcv were not crea sure of the Tight course; 
food and water were doted out in seamy portions, but they 
marched on with unimpaired mercy. On the eighth day they 
reached linunitliar to find that Muhammad Khan, in spite of 
having a strmig fortress, nhundant supplies, and n garrison 
fi i* times si numerous ns the little band coming against him, 
had fled with his treasure. Tits fortress belonged to AJi 
Murid the ally of the English.

up of the fortress. This work was rarried out by Major 
Wadding ton, the chief eupiuecr. The mulches were all lighted 
and the amstatH engineer took refuge belliud some cover, hut 
he per wired his chief binding over the train of one mine. He 
rngeriy palled nut to his chief to run H the other mines 
were about to burst. “Thru may he,* 1 was the reply, " but 
this minr maw Hurst also."

enemy’s plan of campaign bn filed. In the House of Lords 
the Hake of Wellington thus described the exploit. “Sir 
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Charles Napier** march upon Imamgbnr m one of the most 
^ino-m tniUUrv ferds which I have ever known to be per- 
formed. He moved lnj troops through the desert against 
hostile farce* * he had hia guns transported under ctrctrat- 
stane« of eslreraie difliculty t and in a mininer the most ex¬ 
traordinary, and lie cut otf a retreat of the enemy which 
rendered it impossible tor them ever to regain tlicir positions/* 
On the 23rd of January the general brought his troops 
tij Pir Abu Bakr, En the vitllny uf the Indus* He hail already 
invited the Amirs of Lower atid Upper Sind to Send envoys 
in Kyrpur with full powers: to sign the treaty. Urons Upper 
■Siini uniie enmv : from Lower Sind the envoys *eut by only 
oue of the Andris had the requisite powers. By the end of 
January there was no change in the sit nation* The general 
knew that the hot season was rapidly approaching and no 
time was to be lost. While he hoped for peace he had 
no reason to expect it* The conduct ot the Aimra was 
suspicious Armed men mre gathering from every quarter. 

J t*wfts beyond M manner of doubt that the Amirs of nil 
Sind wi re making common coiirsfc, ^l?ijr>r Outturn held that 
he could bring the Amiia\o Sishmisstuii, and wns dicnTyre 
ft] low id ^"proceed to Hydarrtbid tftiUe the geuernl slowly 
moved his forced in that direction. Every thing was done 
to delay his movements. The Amirs imagined that by 
continually promising to sign the treaty, and then by delaying 
fjfi all possible pretexts, they could procrastinate till ihrit 
fierce sun droTe the British troops out of the field to take 
shelter in cantonment*. They protested that if the general 
advanced southwards they could not restrain their Belnchi

ami a graat shout him up to heaven of pride nmi r&ultatioiij 
and of honour for the lender who had not forgotten to name 
the private as well as the officer to the Government whom 
they &U served. The shout was the cry of victory, and tael* 
yuaifa heart was full as he marched tc* mcrl^lbe toe. 

The army marched ten miles and came upon the vnrmy at

The policy of Lord Ellen borough and the exploits of Sir 
Charles Napier were vindicated and accepted by the sovereign 
and Loth Houses of Parliament, Whatever he the in¬ 
justice of Lord Auckland—who coerced the Amirs for the 
purpose of his Afghan war and com .{idled them to sign 
treaties which destroyed their in dependence-—Lord Ellen- 
horough had no choice when, niter AerjUtescmg m the treaties 
for three years, the Amirs proceeded to violate them 
and prepared to drive the English troops out of the 
land. He was compelled for the safety of the empire to 
punish the tranipessJoH of the treaties and impose new «u* 
ditLuQH. After every kuid of evasion, the AmLrt signed the new 
treaty only to tear it in pieces as soon as it was sigm:d p nn \ 
m attack the British troops, not fo despair, but in every con- 
„ titWec pf destroying them* Sinri had to be conquered. The 
on^y people who have sulTcred lor it ore the Amirs and their 
ftcludu retainers* Tim peaceable fiindi populatiuti have not 
lost* hut hmm'mmrnbly gained, Sind did not long continue 
a separate ^rotincc*. The Bengal stfpnys strong I r disliked 
gurriaoliing the valley of the iudiu* and the task wu handed 
over io troops from Bombay, and Bind became part of that 
Presidency. 

Bur while the Bombay Marat 1ms had been toynl and quiet 1 
during the tvarfare in ^ind ami Kabul* the same mold not be 
said for Bicufta** state at Gwolbr.

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XXI LI . —THE SOWING OF THE WIND. 

W HEN Lord Canning succeeded Lord Dalhou&ir n* 
Governor-Geiu'nib the ISriEl^h sir tut in India con¬ 
sisted of 45,000 European troopa find 23S»0Q0 ^poya—tbat 
is, n pFi>|iorlion of about one^fiflliii And in all the batiks 
which the English had woo in India, the propnrtioii of sepoys 
to wlutn troops lintl been about the same. The discipline* 
which proTei! so irresistible npin^t undisciplined hordes of 
Asiatics when it was confined to Europeans! jult as 
cffi carious when imparted to unlive troop*. An eminent 
Professor* has therefore argued that our conquest of India * 
is n misnomer. The theory winch attributed our successes * 
to any su p erioritv of m^c in now repudiated* Nay mere, 

* according to the same anthurity, our English writers iri de¬ 
scribing the English battle* in India seem finable to discern 
the sepoys* The assertion is nstemnding. Prom Macaulay^ 
description of the siege of A root to Lore! Tennyson's siege of 
Lucknow; at Assay?, Ktiirki* Miairi and Uy ilqrdrid, IriKto- 
F linn delight to record the exploit* of the sepoys who 
fought side by side with their European brethren*- But the 
difference of the conquerors and conquered, if there were any 
conquered* i£ said to lie more in discipline a ms military 
science than tu difference of race, The English undoubtedly t 
* rule In din. But the proems by which *hey attained this 
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proud position was not the conquest of one state by another; 
it tins merely an inter tin l revolution hi Indian society, 
and is in be coni pored to one of those sudden usurpations, or 
coups if'-tai, by which a period of disturbance within a com¬ 
munity La closed* We may suppose, tit are told, lint ■ 
number of Parsec merchants in Bombay, tired of the 
anarchy which disturbed their trade, had subscribed Sagctber 
to establish fortresses and raise troop#, and then that they 
had had the good Fortune to employ able generals. In that 
ttnacj it is said, they loo might Lave had their Plasgey and 
their Busan they loo might have extorted from the great 
Mogul I he dewamuc or fin an dal administration of n pro- 
vluee, and so \m\ the foundation of nn empire which might 
in time hare extended over nil tmlin. Parsecs are most 
loy^l and c^nqdrirt -subjects of the Empress of In dim, but 
the idea of their merehotils trading in n. hostile country willi 
therV sword m one hand anil ledger in the other* anti lending 
sepoy bettafioni to victory against overwhelming numbers 
Hfbtvci an unique power of iiu agination* In fine* the 
natives of I u dirt were quite capable of receiving European 
discipline mid learning to 'fight with European dltcicncj. 
This then wxu the talisman which the Company possessed* 
and which enabled it not merely to bold its own Among the 
powers of India, but ty surpass them—not some incouimvu 
nicable physical or moral superiority, as we love to ifnngine— 
hut a pqpfrtor discipline and military iystem r which could hr 
commaEdcated to the natives of India. 

The contention is wholly false* England did conquer 
India, or the various powers that occupied the Indian Penhi- 
su]fl f in i series of 'dju 1 rations that lasted a century i She 
conquered it„ not by that which she could impart to auoLher 
race, but by that which could not be impaited. She coc- 
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tjuercd I ikdiii by downright bard fighting ngaiujjt enormous 
odds. Trot* tin? king of England did not declare war upon ru 
^N'nwnb or JUja in India* Bui England happened to be rcprt- 
sauted* But by the king, but by ike East Illi! in Company, and 
the Company did declare war igahist hath Nnw&bsaud HAyos* 
though it was generally spared die necessity bv Nnwhbs and 
Ikijns making war upon its amilea. But Endh was conquered 
by 1 ml i.n,-. in English pjiv t just as though at Waterloo 
lbe Duke of Wclhogloii led hands of Frenchmen against 
N«po!ean. Again the view in incorrect. There h no India 
a§ iLierois n France ; and. when Clitc ted bis Madrastepoya m 
Flaisey and Napier bis Mnnithas at Mi.'mi, the wpoyi were as 
much fareigjiers to the enemy as the English ibcmfrekcs. It 
would be idle to discuss the a object furl her. The English. did 
conquer India, and nut solely or in chief part by a superior 
military but by stout hearts and Mming anus, ami u 

refusal to acknowledge that lhey were ever ben ten, The 
military ilhcpliue was jlll admirable, nnj an indispensable 
imam to tb* end ; but the means without the instrument 
were vatu; ike letter only, not tlie spirit, cuuld be imparted 
to the natiros of India. The brain that could create wa* 
even more powerful thruiMic brain that could merely receive 
and imltita; the tdill that could repair the machinery 
more i&LEiahb than the mere rule-of-thumb knowledge that 
could put it in motion or slop it when the works were itr 
perfect order. The race with whom military tac^te* and 
format Emu were only the hut rum cut by which the mind that

command of regiments often fell into the hands of men 
tin lilted for the task; and the decrease in the number of 
native officers lowered I he position of those who remained- 
Thc doors of ambition were dooed to the sepoy; be lie a rhwl 
of Uydnr Ali in military genius. , Ami At tire present day* it 
may he said, that while the position of the Hindis on ati 
infinitely higher level under thr English than under Alt bar 
himself, I hut one prospect of high military command, which 
he trusted to them, is now absolutely precluded. With the 
new organiuUimi the sepoy found that the pay of n 
Guy ensign, just from England, was higher than that 
uf n subutl ir who had nerved the (.Vunpnnv faithfully for 
thirty year- Sr til they were flushed with vie lory, and had 
not at firit leisure to brood over their grievances. But in 
4iladra$ that leisure came with the*destrwcdQn of Myaor; 
and while the ties of personal devotion which bound the 
sepoys to their officers were weakened, the oxil star of that 
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ovurmtod statesman Lord Willi am Belli lack, who ni then 
poTemor of Fort George* prompted Lim to sanction, if 
lie did not originate* some ridknlons orders which interfered 
with the sepoys* religious prejudices They ware forbidden 
to appear mi parade with caste-mark:* or earrings; they 
were to dm** off tlieir cherished beards, rankle the length 
of their m oustaches, and exchange their old tartans for 
leather cockades, which rcacttihlcd that object of arer^cn la 
Oriental* the European hat. The leather* made of skins of 
hogs ur caws. was ahomiliable to them ■ the likeoeEj uf the 
Lnts to that of C&riftinna not unnaturally made them believe 
that the change was a prelimmarv to forcible conversion. 
What had been done by Aiir&iigjdbjTipii, and the Portuguese 
was n«t mipoislble from the English. Dispirited by their 
grievances they were Beady to believe anything’ against their 
rubra i they gave a ready oar to tLe tales of religious fanatic* 
who went about the country and told them of the Lufotanint 
fnnatielim of their cmupierws, In Ceylon, they wen* told, 
the general had already marched his whole corps to church 
parade, ami they believed tint ** like fate would ioou bo 
the ire. At Vdlort was the residence of the pensioned family 
of TEpti who* vsale pruotters its they were* it ill hoped for 
their restoration to their failures dynasty* Here were the 
very means to their hand*. It is probable thti they excited 
the sepoys to mutiny * that they cneottragid their plans*when 
wee forced, is certain.

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Beni i nek managed to quel! the -Storin that in.: had raised, nml 
p trail tide the native Aoldk ry thnt tilt Government had 11 -> 
thought of interfering with their religion; and the Directors, 
after mulling the Governor* placed on record a stringent

sepoy received regular pay* an advantage unknown in na[ivo 
states; he retired on a comfortable pension where a native 
ruler would kt\tm die in a ditch. lie was still a threat »ho * 
in his own family, and he had, what amongst n liligiott^ 
people was nosmall privilege, the right of being heard in 
our courts before other suitors. And a series uf victorious, 
campaign?, in which he fought side by side with hi- 
European comrade, identified him in no slight degree 
with the conquering race.

paigns brought accession* of territory, nod able men 
were needed to manage the new acqoisitionj. Thus the 
ablest officers were dnffted from the regiment* to act 
as political agrnts and (ill other important and lucrative 
P«B»s and again the sepoys were quick le wc that the fur- 
tune of the officer? that left the regime nil wan envied by 
those who remained.

The native of Judin Iind sorted many dr nasties; hut hitherto 
they bud baked on tbeur matters—whether Moghul, Maratlm* 
or English—as people who hod vast Jinnies and could m* 
them ns they would* Now they had a new and strange expe¬ 
rience. The laud itself was being hound down in iron band- 
over which the firc'chariot sped along nK a speed greater 
than thnt of «t1ia swiftest Munilm horsrninti + And iln> f 
lightning post S nnd wires,, set up along the n>;nh r coni ik'd their 
rulers to know in some mysterious way what was happening: 
at a distance of hundreds of miles.* On their rivt-rs, ships 
moved against the strongest current without oars or sails* 
That all these devices were nrw to their rulers they never 1 
dreamt. Their own power of invention had been dead for * 
centuries; and they beloved that the English had kefo 
hidden these wonderful resource * oil (3 use years In order n* 
use them the more effectually when the time had #Ome. A 
yoke was to he fastened upon the land which would never he 
shaken off, which would desiruy their ancient ciuEnnis, their 
caste, and their religion. Everything pointed in the same 
direction* In the Government schools, while their hr redi 
Inry faitli wss ooi directly assailed, the growing generation 
was filled with □. learning which to their [m.rents was new 
Sud dangerou^ nmfi at variance witli their time-Iron mm-d 
notions. The English were altogether changing, and it % 
was Impossible w In live under rfheir* sway 4 . Hitherto the 
priestly cm te of Drab mans had held the keys of knowledge. 

Hut they could no more explain the new contrivances

Jly n strange coisddencc, this period of their flgitalnvn wo* 
dose to the tad of die hundred years uhieh followed the 
battle of Plasfuv. By n people, credulous nml superstition a 
m the highest degree, the astrologers were implicitly believed 
rrhen they prophesied that the umiiveraary of Clives gresr 
victory would hriug to an end the R ij or rule nf the Com- 
pfliiy. In the most ordinary ilTnirj of life natives consult the 
astrologers <u to a fnTouruhie conjunction el the planets -

doubt the speedy downfall of the English ’

XXVL—EXPLOITS OF THE BOMBAY ARMY. 


I T is now time to relate the doings of the Bombay army 
under Sir FI ugh Roar, which Lord ELphinaLmc in 
spite of tilt danger in Ills own Presidency nobly scut tiff to 
Central EiidLjL. The pktt far tin? restoration of order in 
Centra3 India» approved by Sir Colin Campbell, the Com-
